The Pipers played the type of 
football the other night in beating 
Cisco that we have felt the\ were 
capable of this year. But we were 
somewhat disappointed in the re­ 
action of some of our so-called fans 
the next day. We were asked 
if 
C is c o was just overrated or 
if 
Hamlin was just playing over their 
heads. 
We have the makings of a fine 
team this year but we doubt if they 
can carry all of the mistakes of past 
Hamlin teams and the poor support 
of our fans and still win. Bet's wipe 
the slate clean and give these boys 
a chance. 


While this is the Centennial Year 
for football in the United States and 
much is being made of this fact dur­ 
ing the college and pro games on 
television* it is also the 
Golden 
Anniversary for high school foot­ 
ball under the sponsorship of the 
University Interscholastic League 
in Texas. 
League sponsorship of football 
started in 1919 
with 109 schools 
playing f o o t b a l l in Texas in one 
league. This has grown to 1,006 
schools taking part this fall. Texas 
is the tirst and only state to have a 
t h o u s a n d or more 
high schools 
playing football. This number was 
reached last year. 
This year in Texas 
football, 
junior high through high 
school, 
there will be approximately 15,000 
f o o t b a 11 games played; 125, OOO 
p l a y e r s participating 
in 
these 
games; and IO, OOO, OOO fans will 
witness these games, according to 
Bailey Marshall, 
state 
athletic 
director of the UIL. 
Mr. Marshall in his column, 
"Postscripts On Athletics*' in the 
Interscholastic Leaguer, points out 
a number of interesting facts about 
the growth of football over the past 
IOO years and the 50 years of the 
UIL. 
rile term s, "the football team" 
and "the eleven, " have been syn­ 
onymous for many years but team 
size changed many times. 
in the football game recognized 
as the first, between Rutgers and 
Princeton, there were 25 players 
on each team. 
In 1872 and 1873 most of the 
schools had dropped the number of 
players to a team of 20. 
The 15-man team came 
into 
being in 1870. The year 1870 was 
important for other reasons 
as 
well. The round bail was replaced 
with the egg-shaped football. 
Back­ 
ward passing and other elements 
of the m o d e r n day game 
were 
introduced. 
Eleven-man football was first 
introduced in 1870, but it was 188U 
before the concept of eleven-man 
football triumphed. After that time 
football was thought of as an 
l i ­ 
man game. 
In 1934 six-man football was 
introduced. Six-man football was 
introduced into the League in 
193s 
with six teams participating 
the 
first year. Eight man football fol­ 
lowed in 1958. Forty-eight teams 
participated the first year and there 
are presently 102 schools playing 
six and eight-man football. 
The first record of playoffs in 
the League files shows Cleburne and 
Houston Heights tying 0-0 for the 
State Championship in 1920. 
I he tirst approved playoff was 
in 1921 with two classifications, A 
andB. Class A schools were schools 
having 600 or more white scholastics 
in a district. All othe rs were Class 
B. 
After District and County play 
ended, 
Class A and B 
schools 
merged for the state playoffs. 
The early football plan 
called 
for not more than six games and no 
less than lour games In determining 
a district 
championship. 
Unless 
otherwise agreed upon, the referee 
and head linesman were selected by 
the home school, and the umpire 
was selected by the visiting team.

I was checking under my 
house out here on this John­ 
son grass farm the other day 
and discovered that the w ater 
pipes have, after 25 years, be­ 
gun to rust out and will have 
to be replaced. 
Have you ever stopped to 
think w hat a city the size of 


New York is going to do when 
it finds out its water pipes

WASHINGTON, D. C. — 
The decision of the Supreme 
Court in 1962, banning the 
use of prescribed prayer by 
the New York State Board of 
Regents, continues to be sub­ 
ject to interpretation in its 
application. 
There is no question 
that 
the court said in this parti­ 
cular case, that an official 
body at any level of govern­ 
ment, could not prescribe a 
set prayer cr scriptural read­ 
ing. T h is coupled with the 
assumption that the attend­ 
ance of .students was compul­ 
sory, was the basis of that 
decision. 
The 
question 
immediately 
arose, and remains undeter­ 
mined in spite of subsequent 
cases, as to whether the New 
York ease became “the law of 
the Land” or just the law in 
the particular ease. Does it 
prohibit any sort or kind of 
religious 
practice 
in 
public 
schools established by custom 
and tradition in the particular 
community? 
The opinions and threats of 
Mrs. Madalyn M urray O’H air 
notwithstanding, 
there 
ap­ 
pears to bo a number of plans 
which may keep her and the 
Courts busy, if they decide to 
bring more suits. 
In 1963, following the New 
York ease, the Supreme Court 
again ruled that Pennsylvania 
and M aryland could not con­ 
stitutionally REQUIRE read­ 
ing of verses from the Bible 
and recitation of the Lord’s 
Prayer in public schools. In 
the New York case the key 
word seems to lie “prescribed.” 
In the latter eases the word 
“require” appears determining. 
The 
elimination 
of 
these 
two 
factors 
should 
satisfy 
the Courts. 
A school committee in Ley­ 
den, M assachusetts, has de­ 
veloped a plan, believed by 
those giving careful study to 
the issue, to overcome the 
legal 
technicalities 
raised 
in the above mentioned cases. 
Essentially 
the 
plan 
pro­ 
vides that on each school day, 
before classes begin, a period 
of five minutes shall be avail­ 
able to those teachers and 
students who may wish to par­ 
ticipate voluntarily in the free 
exercise of religion as guaran- 
ted by our Constitution. The 


plan specifically states that 
“This 
freedom 
of 
religion 
shall not be expressed in any 
way which will interfere with 
another’s rights.” 
Under such an arrangement 
it would seem exceedingly un­ 
likely that a reasonable mind 
could find legal fault. It will 
not please the Mrs. O’Hairs 
and those who wish to deny 
students and teachers the op­ 
portunity of even recogniz­ 
ing the existence of a Divine 
Being. Mrs. O’Hair and her 
kind 
want the Astronauts, 
who read scriptures in space, 
to be censured. It is suggested 
that no one become too ex­ 
ercised that anything of tho 
sort will be done — anymore 
than the historic practice of 
opening each Session of the 
Congress with prayer will be 
abandoned. Neither will the 
motto "In God we T rust” be 
removed from the National 
Halls nor from our money. 
Back to the “Leyden Plan” 
either the teacher or the pu­ 
pils may 
offer the prayer. 
Those who do not wish to take 
part will be allowed to leave. 
The Committee which offered 
this solution makes it per­ 
fectly clear that non-partici­ 
pation shall not be evidence of 
non-religion. The program is 
not to be supervised, 
con­ 
trolled or directed by 
any 
religious group and students 
and parents will be notified 
that whatever is done is non­ 
compulsory. All that is being 
done in the school system is 
providing the time and place 
for the conduct 
of a brief 
period of prayer and devotion. 
If 
the word 
"prescribed” 
In the New York case and the 
words “require” in the Pen­ 
nsylvania and Maryland cases, 
bold legal logic then let the 
objectors challenge the words 
•Voluntarily^’ 
and 
“freedom 
of worship” in the "Leyden 
Plan.”
